TO COLLECTOR OF WE PORT CLARK, 


Protesting 
Against His Interference 


with Russian Exhibits—The Ques- 


tion ol Reducing the Quorum— 


The Firemen's Relief Fund. 


WORLD'S PAIB GBOTJTO>S, CHICAGO, 


July 22.—Assistant Commissioner C. 
Ra^ousa-Soustchevsky, of Russia, ad- 
dressed a polite but firm note yester- 
day to Collector of the Port of Chicago 
John M. Clark, reciting the circum- 
stances of the affair in the Russian 
section of Manufactures building, and 
the provocation for the covering of the 
booths and show-cases by the exhib- 
itors. The latter did not say in so 
many words that the imperial commis- 
sion demanded satisfaction for the act 
of tlie custom house inspectors, but it 
expl icitly conveyed the information 
that the representatives of the emperor 
approved the exhibitors' action in cov- 
eiing their displays until they were as- 
sured that the agents of the United 
St.itfs government would not be al- 
1cm ed to repeat the alleged offense. 


A copy of the letter was received by 


tlu* Aiieotor-general, but he declined 
to f «i nibh it to the press. 


"Hid the letter from the Russian 


commission say that the exhibits were 
closed by official order?" 


"Jsu, it was pacific and mild in tone, 


and made no particular reference to 
the conduct of the customs inspectors 
which lead to the covering of the ex- 
hibits 
The commission, however, did 


not disapprove of the action of the ex- 
hibitors 
Ihit the exhibits were not 


closed, 1 understand " 


A lengthy and excitable discussion 


was held in regard to the question of 
Miles 
The commission finally decided 


to request the council of administra- 
tion to reply to them, as all the ar- 
ticles are covered by exclusive conce^ 
Mons; second, as to the per centage 
which tho concessionaires have con- 
ti.ictcd to pay on such sales in the ex- 
positiow buildings, and third to give

That action 


was in the nature of an ultimatum, 
•which will be icplied to within a week, 
anil the picf>ent situation warrants the

The onl^ way in which the Russian 


matter cainc before the commission was 
in a shoi t speech from Commissioner 
Soustschevski. He dealt with the case 
more in the light of an act of impolite- 
ness on the part of the customs offi- 
cers, which would be settled in a man 
ner satibfactory to the commission and 
the exhibitors. As the Russian com- 
missioner did not officially order tho 
covering of the exhibits and had no 
guevance to present to the commis- 
feiotuM s no action was taken on the 
mutter. It is likely that a letter from 
Collector Clark and the director g 
eral will settle the matter.

Where He was Sent to Inspect the 


Sanitary Condition of Seaports with 


Reference to Cholera and Emi- 


gration to America. 


NEW 
YOBK, July 31.—Dr. W. A. 


Wheeler, head of the medical depart- 
ment at Ellis island, has returned from 
ihirope, where he was sent by the 
reasury department at Washington to 
n&pect the sanitary condition of the 
more important seaports, and learn the 
krecautions used there in the transport 
of immigrants to this country. 


He arrived on the White Star steamer 
Iritannic yesterday morning, after and 
absence of nearly three m onths. 


Dr, Wheeler has a lengthy report to 


make to the treasury department of 
lis investigations, but when seen yes- 
terday morning he declined to divulge 
ta contents, and was unwilling to tell 
anything beyond the fact that in gen- 
eral the ports which he visited were in 


"te a satisfactory condition 
Later, 


.owever, he visited Ellis island and 
made known to Commissioner Sensor 
some of the particulars of his inspec- 
tion. 


The information that cholera had 


appeared 
at 
Naples interested Dr. 


Wheeler greatly when he learned of it 
resterday. He was in Naples about 
jhree weeks ago, and there was nosign 
of cholera there then. In regard to its 
appearance he said: "I certainly be- 
"ieve that it was imported, and under 
die present arrangements that it will 
)e held in check." 


These arrangements include the quar- 


antining of all intending immigrants 
for five days in a building recently 
erected in the rear of the city 
Until 


;he erection of this quarantine station 
there were no protective 
measures 


whatever, and in this respect Naples 
was far behind ports like Hamburg 
and Bremen. 


The principal ports visited by Dr. 


Wheeler were Hamburg, Bremen, Rot- 
terdam, Antwc rp, Marseilles and Na- 
ples 


In Hamburg and Bremen he found 


;hat every precaution was being 


" :en 
to 
prevent 
the 
appear- 


ance of cholera and to hold it under 
control in the event of its appearance. 
Se found that the steamship com- 
panies were protected by a careful in- 
spection of all steerage passengers 
t>ooked on their vessels, and that tho 
sanitary conditions of the cities was 
far ahead of tha t of last year. 


There have been a number of cases 


of cholera in Marseilles, but these were 
of a sporadic nature, from an attack of 
which Marseilles has never been free. 
There are few, if any, immigrants ar- 
riving from Marseilles, and the only 
mportation to be feared is that of rags. 
The rags exported from that place to 
America, however, are thoroughly dis- 
infected, before they are shipped, un- 
der the supei vision of the American, 
consul, whose certificate is required to 
this effect 


Rotterdam a nd Antwerp wore in fair 


condition, one thing being noted par- 
ticularly by Dr. Wheeler. At each of 
these ports Russian Jews are collected, 
because not so mucrt care is exercised 
there by the owners of steamships in 
the selection of their steerage passen- 
gers. At Hamburg, particularly, Ilus 
sian Jews have recently had difficulty 
in securing passage tickets to America, 
and the result is that others are gath- 
ering at Rotterdam and Antwerp for 
immigration.

Great Britain informed Siam yester- 


day that she could not recognize any 
obligations to assist her. It is evident, 
therefore, that the Siamese govern- 
ment must patch up as best as it can 
most of its differences with Franco. 
In the territorial arrangements, how- 
ever, Great Britain will hiw a voice. 
The exact nature of her demands can- 
not be ascertained before France shall 
specify more particularly tb in she has 
specified in her ultimatum, the boun- 
daries of the territory to be brought 
under French control. The ultimatum 
is notably indefinite as regards this 
point. Even Siam is still in tho dark, 
and her efforts to obtain light from M. 
Pavle bidb fair to fail for several days. 


The vital part of the Trench demand 


for territory may include the whole 
left bank of the Mekong river. This 
territory Siam will not surrender 
without a struggle. France has given 
Siam a month in which to withdraw 
from the ports of the loucr Mekong. 
Siam manifests all willingness to pay 
France the indemnity demanded for 
injuries to French citizens and prop- 
erty, although the indemnity specified 
by France is far in excess of the dam- 
age. 


M Pavie, minister resident, handed 


France's ultimatum to Prince l)euv- 
wongse, Siamese minister of foreign 
affairs, on Friday. At the same time 
he informed the Siamese governmem 
that in case France's demands Bltoulc 
be refused, he would at once lea\e 
Bangkok to go aboard the gunboa! 
Forfeit. The blockade of the Siamese, 
he added, would be declared at once.

It is doubtful 


however, that the French claims to the 
territory will be allowed. Much de- 
pends on the response of Great Britain 
to the efforts Siam is making to gain 
her moral or material support.

Newby Caso Close 


at Hand. 


The arguments in the Willmm Newby 


penuon OHSC, which trial has excited BO 
much interest 10 Dacmtur, were closed at 
Springfield this forenoon, and the in- 
structions were Riven to the jury this 
afternoon. The jury took tho-oaee at 2 
o'clock this afternoon. 
At 2:45 1C was 


reported that tbe jury would probably 
agree npou a verdict within t.0 mmntee. 
It is generally believed tbat"the verdict 
will be a victory for Newby. 


All the evidence in the Newby trial in 


the United States District court, Bpricg- 


ld, was in yesterday and several of the 


attorneys addressed the jury. 


aONTBADIOTOBX TESTIMONY. 


The closing testimony in the oaso did 


little to shift the weight of evidence for 
and against the claimant, as summed np 
in these dispatches yesterday. 
The 


reading of tha affidavit made by defend- 
antto Pension Examiner Holmes at the 
time of the filing of the application for 
back pension waa the most interesting 
event of the remarkable trial. 
The 


purpose of the government in introducing 
thesfforn statement of the defendant 
was to demonstrate to the jury that the 
man wbo made it was gifted with a good 
memory of dates and events, and oonld 
not possibly be the 
half-demented 


creature that counsel for the prisoner 
claimed the alleged Newby was wn»n 
"discovered" by liu son and other rela- 
tives in*the White county poor honae two 
years ago. In eome particulars Newby'e 
story dovetailed with the evidence sub- 
mitted by the prosecution. He admits 
that he was in Tennessee in the latter 
part of the 70'e, and served a term in the 
penitentiary at Nashville, beginning in 
1879 and ending in 1889. Bnt h« claims 
that he was connoted and sentenced 
under the name of Allen Lewie, bat ad- 
mits that he was known in tb« prison as 
"Miakety On," and assumed tto name 
of Benton when he was released. In an 
cirlr etsga of tbe trial two witnesses 
who were official! of the Nashville peni- 
tentiary at the time defendant was a 
convict then swore that he waa admitted 
under the name of Daniel Benton. This 
contradiction majr be explained by tbe 
statement of the claimant, not disproved, 
that he was known by many names and 


The story ot ths^eleimant as toid in 


hia affidavit brings to tie front the the- 
ory advanced by Bttqr ot Ncwbv^ old 
army comrades who ftmly betovefBHI 


identity. Their theory is that Donie' 
Ben ton dissppeaiod from hia old haunts 
in the lntt*r yews of the war. How or 
why they do Lot ntttinpt to explain, Lut 
contend that euJdon diucppean uoee in 
tbflilutartitd districts of tl o South in 
those days weieao frequent ae to cause 
little comment. The disappearance of 
Benton, it will be recalled, is borna ont 
by the evidence of Government wit- 
nesses, who swore that they lost track of 
him for a period of flve or BIS years and 
that he was not sgam seen in Tennessee 
until some time in the 70s. Here, New- 
by'a oomrades say ie tbe solution of tbe 
riddle. It was William Newby and not 
Daniel Benton who came to Tennessee. 
He looked like -'Biokety Dan," and Ben- 
ton's acquaintances believed be was Ben- 
ton; and the Bhiloh soldier, in keeping 
with bia habit of giving himself a new 
name at each stopping place, accepted 
Daniel Bentou as hie rightful title. This 
they asEcrt, was the beginning of the 
complication. 


ONE CONTBOVEBST OL08HI>. 


One feature of the case which it was 


thought when the trial began would tell 
Rtrongly against the claimant, was the 
t stum ttj of witnesses for the govern- 
ment, who utatedjjositively that William 
Newby, when they knew him before ths 
uar, h»d light hair, light complexion and 
bine 1 3 PP. It wos apparent to every one 
n ho even glanced at the gray-haired and 
awi-rtbj plmcuBDt lhat he coold never at 
any period of his life have answered to 
t hie description . One of Newby'e broth- 
ers, Presalr, who'r.-jeots tha defendant's 
claim of kindred, swore that bis brother 
William had very light hair and blue 
ryes. Bat tbe books of the War depart- 
ment, describing Newby as the muster- 
ing officer pictured mm in hi3 record at 
tba date of bin enlistment, Aug. 8, 1861, 
show that he had dark hair, dark com- 
plexion and gray eyes, This important 
bit of evidence, brought in at the close of 
the trial and, etrangely enough, by tbe 
governments attorneyn, knocked out one 
prop of the prosecution and added weight 
to the claims of the defendant. 


WAS KOHRIS KILLKD? 


The defence has endeavored to prove 


that a mistake was made by the men 
who buried the dead nt Bhiloh; that they 
mistook the body of Hiram Morris, who 
bore some resemblance to Newby, tor 
that of the defendant. 


It waa shown by the testimony of sev- 


eraj members of the 40th Illinois Regi- 
ment, to which Newby nnd Morris be- 
longed. that Morns was reported mist- 
ing after the battle in which Newby was 
shot, ana that to the beet of their recol- 
lection he was never eeen afterwards. 
Morris, they said, may have been killed 
at Bhiloh and the body put in the 
trenches under the impression that it 
was Newby'e. 


Bnt the regimental records, submitted 


in evidence last evening, show that 
Hiram Morris was discharged from the 
a>my for disability one year after the 
battle of Sbiloh.
